Prospects for the Urban Re- 
newal Project in Wilmington 
are very good’, William Agree- 
able Smith, Wilmington Housing 
Authority Chairman, declared 
Wednesday morning. Smith made 
his statement after the Tues- 
day visit to New York of James 
P. Donahue, Authority member 
and James W. Franklin, Execu- 
tive Director of the Urban 2e- 
newal Project. 

Mr. Franklin, accompanied by 
Mr Donahue filed in the Region 
One office of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, Tuesday 
morning, the ‘Final Project 
Plan Report: Part 1, Applica- 
tion for Loan and Grant’, for 
the Wilmington Center Urban 
Renewal Massachusetts R- 12 
project. 

Smith related that the Feder- 
al Government felt that the 


Progress that had been made as 
evidenced by the report indi- 
cated that the prospects for 
an Urban Renewal Project in 
Wilmington were very good. 

The ‘Final Project Plan’ as 
submitted will now be reviewed 
by the Region One office of 
the H.H.F.A. Upon their review 
and approval the plan will be 
returned to the Town of Wil- 
mington for public hearings 
and local approval. 

70,000 Feet Shopping 

Briefly the plan as conceived 
provides for a commercial re- 
use of the land. Including the 
businesses that are to be re- 
tained there is tentatively 
planned, in accordance with a 
market study, that there could 
be a total of 70,000 square 
feet of shopping area, a new 


postoffice and other commer- 
cial uses in addition to pro- 
viding for a small amount of 
land for possible municipal 
use. 

The completed plan includes 
provisions for financial as- 
sistance and relocation of 
residents of the area, recom- 
mendations on engineering as 
to drainage, streets, utili- 
ties and the financial esti- 
mates of the project costs. 

On the matter of project 
costs, Smith pointed out that 
the Federal Government has 
made two or three suggestions 
as to the figures submitted, 
and pending the return from 
the Federal Government there 
will be no announcement as to 
the total project costs.

Details of the first step in 
a long-range expansion and mo- 
dernization program for Choate 
Memorial Hospital, aimed ulti- 
mately at creating practically 
a new hospital, were outlined 
for nearly 200 members of the 
hospital family and invited 
guests at a dinner meeting in 
the Woburn Country Club March 
30th, 


Planned for the near future 
is anew top floor on the hos- 
pital’ s 1952 wing, plus some 
remodelling of other parts of 
the hospital and the addition 
of a substantial amount of new 
equipment, 

The cost of the project has 
been estimated at $320,000, 
part of which will be defrayed 
by a Federal grant of $80,000. 
The March 30th meeting marked 
the beginning of @ campaign to 
raise the rest of the money in 
Woburn, Wilmington, Burlington 
and contiguous towns, with the 
goal set for $250,000.

Actually there were six, be- 

cause one of them died in in- 
fancy, but the recent death of 
Mrs. Jessie Carter brings to 
mind of the old-timers of Wil- 
mington the days when the Cole 
girls were young.

Topologist 

By far the most sophisticated 
exhibit at the High School 
Science Fair last Saturday was 
that of Jon Meads, son of Mr.

Jon has the type of mentality 
that leads him to adventures 
with the unknown - sometimes 
foolish sophomoric adventures, 
and sometimes adventures that 
can be appreciated only by the 
esoteric. 

While the rest of the High 
School students experimented 
with the prosaic problems of 
modern day science Jon went 
back over 2000 years in histo- 
ry, to take up a problem where 
Archimedes left off. Jon did 
not advance the problem any 
further than had the great 
savant, but he had a lot of 
fun, and fascinated listeners 
stood by his exhibit for half 
an hour at a stretch while Jon 
discussed the problems of 
Topolagy. 

And the learned judges were 
impressed enough to award him 
the fifth prize, not a great 
distinction, but at least 
worthy of note, 

Topology is the science of 
describing things that cannot 
be described by geometry, us- 
ing geometric terms. It is 
really more fun than science, 
especially the way Jon does it 

Take a one inch wide strip of 

aper, eight or ten inches 
| ong. Paste the two ends to- 
gether, but before you do put 

a ‘one-half? tum in the paper 

Now put your finger on one 
side of that paper, and trace 
it along. If you have put an 
‘x' where you started, you 
will find that eventually you 
arrive back at the ‘x’, with- 
out having had to lift your 
finger. 

Instead of having two sides, 
that piece of paper has but 
one side, That sounds impos- 
sible, but it is a fact. 

sow split the ring into two 


rings, by cutting the paper 
lengthwise, with a pair of 
scissors. 


And try cutting it into three 
parts, while you are at it, or 
make the paper wider before 
you start, and cut the ‘sub- 
sequent parts into more parts 
yet. 

You’ 11 be fascinated, especi- 
ally if you have a mind like 
that of Jon Meads, and you'll 
be able to understand why 
people stood and listened to 
him for half an hour at a time
